Marriage Vs. Divorce In 1922 


I 


N THE United States during 1922 there were 1033 
marriages and 136 divorces to every 100.000 of the 


population. 
From this the generalizer may draw what- 


ever moral he likes. 
On the one hand, it is a hopeful 


sign that there are so many marriages and so few di- 
vorces; on the other, it is a pessimistic indication that -so 
large a proportion of marriages should have been legally 
dissolved. 
Few and far between are the dogmatists nowadays 


who countenance no solution for an unworkable marriage 
save death. Is one divorce to 7.6 marriages more or less 
than should be expected? Probably it is less. In a good 
many states the divorce law is practically proof against 
assault without the aid of private detectives, unscrupu- 
lous lawyers and plenty of cash. Cash is usually requisite 
also to establish^ residence in states where the laws are 
less stringent. 
Divorce in New York and South Carolina 


is a luxury obtainable only by the few. 


There were 12,399 divorces granted in Texas within 


the year. In Nevada there were actually more divorces 
than marriages. Many of the principals in cases tried in 
Texas or at Reno are from New York and other Eastern 
states. It might be better, on the whole, to liberalize the 
Eastern laws and save unnecessary transportation.
